The Senate m et at 10 a . m., President Mansfield 
in the chair. Roll called, (¿uurum present. Journal 
of yesterday read and corrected. 
Mr. 
W a ts o n , Chairman of the Committee on 
State Prisons, reported back S. B. 368, m aking ap­ 
propriations for the establishm ent of a ju te m anu­ 
factory at San Ouentin, with recommeiidat .ou th at 
it do pass. 
Mr. miars moved th af the above bill bo declared 
a ciee of urgent necessity and th at Article IV. of 
paragraph 15 of the Constitution be suspended, 
and th at the bill be placed on its final passage and 
read a third time. 
Mr. S e a r s spoke in advocacy of the bill. 
Mr. W a tson said the bill was a good and neces­ 
sary one, and consequently he hoped the motion 
would prevail. 
Messrs. K a n e and C h a se opposed the motion. 
The motion prevailed by a vote of 27 t i 8, and 
the bill was read a third time.

THE 
REVENUE BILL. 


The revenue bill has passed the Legisla­ 
ture in both branches, and is in the hands 
of the Governor. 
This bill represents an 
endeavor to recognize the erroneous char­ 
acter of the liscal theories which found ex­ 
pression in the new Constitution, in regard 
to the 
taxation of personal property. 
Actual experience has convinced the people 
th a t to tax representatives of property as 
well as tangible things is to impose double 
taxation, aud that double taxation is in­ 
jurious as well as iniquitous. 
It has been 
discovered that the existing law discrimi­ 
nates against the thrifty poor as well as 
again-,t the thrifty rich ; that the savings 
deposits of the workingman, as well a« the 
shares of tho capitalist, are doubly taxed 
under its iniquitous provisions. 
And since 
it is now generally recognized that the laws 
which make certain classes of property pay 
twice are against public policy aud calcu­ 
lated to depopulate the State, there has 
arisen an almost universal condemnation of 
these provisions. The new revenue law was 
drawn to meet this expression of public 
sentiment, and to prevent the ill conse­ 
quences which the revenue law of the la3t 
session was producing. 
It has been ob­ 
jected to only by a few .uneandid or com­ 
munistic adherents of tho new Constitu­ 
tion, aud it is concurred in heartily by the 
great mass of tho people. 
If, as the com­ 
munists have urged, the bill is unconstitu­ 
tional, the Courts can be got to pronounce 
it 60. 
Cut it is certain that the people 
have demanded the change, and that they 
will at the earliest practicable moment 
settle this question by erasing from the or­ 
ganic law the provisions which are cited as 
commanding the monstrous wrong of double 
taxation. 


THE NEW YORK CUSTOM-HOUSE. 


The President has sent to Congress a 
report on the results of civil service reform 
regulations in tho New Y oik Custom­ 
house. 
The facts in the case were asked 
for by a Senator who is notoriously hostile 
to political reform, 
apparently for the 
purpose of throwing ridicule upon the pro­ 
posed methods, but judging from the tele­ 
graphic synopsis of the returns, it would 
appear that the report is Btrongly com­ 
mendatory of the new system, though it 
contains an admission to the effect that 
some infractions of it have recently been 
perm itted, under the plea of an extraordi­ 
nary pressure of business 
Speaking of 
the results of tho experiment upon the 
office holders of the New York Custom­ 
house, the report says: 
“ The nssurance 
“ that tenure and promotions depended 
“ solely upon their own personal merit 
‘' and 
character, 
and 
not 
upon 
ex- 
“ terior considerations or influences, has 
“ had a happy effect, not only’ upon these 
“ appointees but upon the force generally.” 
This is very significant language. 
It is, 
in effect, a concession of the whole case 
on behalf of civil service reform. 
And 
w hat has been done in the New York 
Custom- house as an experiment must be­ 
fore long be done throughout the civil 
service of the country as a permanent sys­ 
tem. 
The people will not much longer 
subm it to surrender the entire machinery 
of government as the prizes of partisan 
contention, but will realize that politics 
may be purified and elevated, at the same 
tim e that the public business is inlinitely 
better and more economically transacted, 
by applying common-sense rules to the ap­ 
pointm ent of all public employes. 


THE 
STATE DETECTIVE LAW. 


This is a bill which ought to be passsd. 
The objects are unquestionably such as leg­ 
islators can indorse with a clear conscience. 
It is certain that highway robberies have 
become so numerous and frequent in sev­ 
eral of the mountain counties that it has 
been found necessary to take off the etage 
lines from many routes. 
The effect of this 
is to subject considerable populations to 
great injury and inconvenience, and since 
it is undoubtedly the duty of the State to 
afford adequate protection to ail its citi­ 
zens, and since facts show that such pro­ 
tection has not been afforded in the cases 
referred to, a refusal to pass this bill can 
only be regarded as a refusal on the part of 
the State to perform its part in the contract 
between itself and the tax payers. 
Cer­ 
tainly if it will not protect the people of 
the mountain counties it can have no right 
to tax them, and should they refuse to pay 
State taxes pd this plea it is difficult to see 
what the State could do about it. 
The bill 
ought to become a law, and we hope that 
it will be put through. 


The debris repeal bill has been disposed 
of, and there are still three legislative 
remaining. 
I t appears to us th a t it is now 
the duty of the Republicans in the Legis­ 
lature to make a determined effort for the 
passage of the appropriation bi'ii. 
These 
members must not lose sight of the fact 
th at they and their party w ill be held re­ 
sponsible for the failure of the bid, and it 
is a very serious m atter to force upon the 
Executive the necessity of calling an extra 
session, by refusing to provide the means 
of carrying on the Government of the 
State. 
The Republicans cannot now es­ 
cape accountability for this condition of 
things, for it is evident to the public that 
if the appropriation bill fails it will be for 
no other reason than th at these members 
refused to allow it to pass unless they 
could also carry the apportionment bill. 
It is necessary to point out as clearly as 
possible w hat this position means, and 
w hat it implies. 
There can be no doubt 
that it is open to the charge of involving 
a threat, aud a threat which is practically 
directed agaiuEt the people of the State. 
If the members of one party were to de­ 
clare th at unless they were perm itted to 
bring up and pass a measure of partisan 
significance, they would set fixe to the 
Capitol, there could be e o mistake about 
the character of the proposition. 
But 
when partisans a33eri that the machinery 
of the State Government shall be brought 
to a standstill unless their demands are 
complied with, the menace is as real as in 
the case supposed, if not so audacious on 
its face. 
We are convinced th at the Republican 
party cannot afford to be put under the 
necessity of carrying the odium of the 
purposeful defeat of 
the appropriation 
bill. 
We say this because we desire to 
see the Republican party successful, and 
because we wish to save it from errors which 
might prove disastrous in their conie- 
quences. 
It is impossible to disguise the 
fact that there remains no serious obstacle 
to the passage of thi3 bill, and no obstacle 
which cannot be removed if tho Republi­ 
can members will work in harmony. 
The 
apportionment 
bill, even from a purely 
partisan standpoint, is 
not an urgent 
measure. 
There will be no general elec­ 
tion in this State until the fall of 1SS2, 
and it would be timq enough to call an 
extra session for the consideration of th at 
and the county 
government bill, next 
w inter. 
I t is not as if the Republicans 
were required to surrender any legitimate 
opportunities, moreover. 
The defeat of 
the appropriation bill is not necessary to 
secure a called session. 
The rational pre­ 
sumption is th at Governor Peikins will 
find it necessary to call the Legislature to­ 
gether in order to apportion the State and 
to pass the county government bill, in 
any event, and therefore the Republicans 
appear to be taking upon themselves an 
amount of responsibility which it is neither 
politic nor necessary for them to assume. 
The appropriation bill can be passed be­ 
fore the close of the regular session. 
Of 
that there is no doubt, and therefore those 
who prevent its passage will be held ac­ 
countable. 
Even if there was no prospect 
that the Governor would call an extra 
session for the consideration of the appor­ 
tionment bill, it would still be unjustifiable 
to defeat the appropriation bill on any 
such grounds. 
No paity can retain its 
hold upon the people unless it shows a 
disposition to put the interests of the com­ 
monwealth above the interests of party. 
No party can expect to be continued in 
power if it makes the fact apparent th at 
it seeks only partisan advantages, and 
that it is williug to sacrifice the general 
interests to these requirements. 
Honora­ 
ble gentlemen do net perhaps fully realize 
the popular view of these questions, but 
we are very sure that if they persist in 
their opposition to the passage of the ap­ 
propriation bill under existing circum­ 
stances, they will when they return to 
their constituencies discover th at they’ 
have committed a very serious blunder. 
It may be argued with great force that 
the chief failures of the present session are 
attributable to the new Constitution, if it 
can be shown th at the Republican members 
d il not deliberately tie up necessary legis­ 
lation. 
But if that can be proved it is 
clear th at the entire responsibility for the 
failure will be transferred to them, and 
this responsibility the party ought not to 
be made to bear. 
W e do not believe that 
the Democrats will offer any opposition to 
the passage of the appropriation bill, but 
if they should, the responsibility for its 
failure will be theirs, and the Republicans 
certainly owe it to themselves to give their 
opponents the opportunity of committing 
themselves on this head. 
If they do not 
take this course it will be in vain for them 
hereafter to accuse the Democrats of being 
the real obstructionists. 
In short, the Republicans must look into 
the situation, and estimate its bearing upon 
their future. 
Manifestly it rests with 
them to-day to bring up aud pass the ap­ 
propriation bill. 
Can they afford not to 
do this ? 
We are satisfied that they can­ 
not afford it, and that they have every­ 
thing to lose and nothing to gain by 
further obstruction. 
No party advantage 
to be derived from the new apportionment 
can counterbalance the party injury to be 
incurred by refusing to provide the means 
for carrying on the Government. 
That 
refusal would be made a weapon of by the 
Democrats, aud it would be a most form­ 
idable weapon. 
W e therefore hope that 
wiser counsels will prevail, and th at the 
session will not be allowed to close until 
this vital and indispensable bill has been 
passed.

THE DEFEAT OF THE DEBRIS REPEAL 
BILL. 


The Assembly has refused a first reading 
to the bill to repeal the Drainage Act, by 
a vote of 39 to 36, and the motion to re­ 
consider this vote was yesterday tabled by 
a vote of 40 to 35. 
The long struggle 
over this measure is thus brought to an end, 
aqd the persistent efforts of the repealers 
to deprive the Sacramento valley of all 
protection against the debris are frus­ 
trated. 
The R ec o r d-U nton congratulates 
the people of Northern California on this 
victory for their interests. 
The contest 
has been a fierce and a determined one, 
aud tire imperiled interests have been as­ 
sailed, not only by ignorant prejudice, but 
by all that malice could invent in the way 
of misrepresentation. 
Even in the closing 
debate in the Assembly the statem ents of 
the anti-debris members were chiefly re­ 
markable for their stubborn defiance of 
reason and their reckless and wholly un­ 
justifiable 
imputation 
of 
incompetence 
and dishonesty to the officers responsi­ 
ble for carrying out the provisions of the 
Drainage Act. 
Never in fact has a great 
question been treated in a narrower way by 
the opponents of remedial legislation. 
Be 
it remembered that they have from the 
very first failed to'substantiate a single one 
of their averments against the bill. 
They 
tried to show that it had been improperly 
administered. 
They failed in that. 
They 
tried to prove that it involved onerous tax- 


a tio r. 
They failed in that. They tried to 
prove th at the Ealvation of the Sacramento 
valley was no concern of the State. 
They 
failed in that. 
They tried to prove that 
Congress could be induced to undertake 
the work. They failed in that. They tried 
to prove th at the engineering pirns adopted 
were ineffective. They failed in that. Yet 
notwithstanding these repeated aud unin- 
terrr.ii.ted failures they have had the auda­ 
city and the dishonesty to repeat their ex­ 
ploded charges up to the last moment, and 
have shown in their final rout how uttcily 
hopeless it wa3 ever to expect rational er 
candid treatm ent of so momentous a sub­ 
ject, from such men. 
W e hardly know whether to be ashamed 
or amused when we see members who 
have no acquaintance with science gravely 
rising in their places and declaring their 
opinions upon complex engineering ques­ 
tions in the most dogmatic way. 
They 
know nothing about the subject, and they 
refuse to be instructed, but yet they think 
th at their ignorance and blind prejudice 
deserve to be pat on record as the expres­ 
sions of reasoning beings. 
It is extremely 
mortifying to observa the general inability 
to distinguish between weighty and worth­ 
less opinions which is so prevalent in m at­ 
ters of this kind. 
We have eve* heard 
members adm it th at they knew nothing 
about the question, and yet in the same 
breath they have declared their rc-adincss 
to take issue with the most careful con­ 
clusions of science. 
How can it be possi­ 
ble to determine questions upon their 
merits, when members thus refuse to in­ 
form themselves as to the facts of the 
case ? 
The debris repeal bill has been beaten, 
however, and th at is sufficient cause for 
thankfulness. 
The Sacramento valley ii 
not left without the means of protection 
and when the remedies already proposed 
are applied to the lower course of the 
river, as they will be during the next two 
years, we have confidence th at the bene­ 
ficial results will be so apparent as to dis­ 
sipate the prejudice and misapprehension 
which have grown up around this question 
in some parts of the State. 
We do not be­ 
lieve th at any adverse public opinion would 
ever have been formed in this connec­ 
tion had the facts of the case been fully 
aud fairly laid before tho people, for we do 
not believe that there exists in California 
any considerable sentim ent in favor of 
abandoning the Sacramento valley to de­ 
struction rather than pay a tax of one- 
tw entieth of one per cent, for its protec­ 
tion.

T., recently for 81 50 
per head. 
Elko asbestos is now used almost exclu­ 
sively on the Comstock for covering steam 
drums and pipes. 
At Crab Creek, W ashington Territory’, 
all the cattle are perishing, and the stock­ 
men are about ruined. 
Butter colored with yellow ochre is in 
the Virginia City market. 
It is E a id to 
come from Nevada ranches. 
Ygnacio valley, Contra Costa county, 
has a gum tree 82 inches in girth near the 
ground. 
It was planted in 1865. 
R. C. Livesay has entered into bonds to 
take charge of the paupers of Clackamas 
county, Oregon, he paying all expenses, 
for the sum of 84 per week. 
Coyotes are very busy in eastern W ash­ 
ington Territory feeding on dead stock, 
and the parties who are hunting dead 
stock for their hides do a rushing business. 
One man averaged 810 a day. 
There is 820,000 worth of tiax awaiting 
shipment in Lewiston, Idaho, says the Nez 
Perce News, and SO,000 bushels of last 
season’s crop has been contracted for, to 
be delivered at various points on Snake 
river. 
On last Tuesday the S. F. and N. P. R. 
R. ran the first regular through train to 
Guerneville since the stcrm. 
Two steam- 
pumps have been at work washing away 
the debris which covered the track, and 
the work has just been completed. 
H unters killed seven cougars lately on 
Rock creek, Southern Oregon. 
There" has 
also been great "destruction of deer ir. the 
same neighborhood, one hunter having 
killed 150 and another 125. 
Deer are re­ 
ported 
very numerous throughout the 
country. 
A herder was lately found in a deserted 
cabin in the Judith valley, Montana, badly 
frozen. 
On being asked how long he had 
been there he said three days, but the 
dates go to prove that he had been there 
eleven days instead of three, and had been 
without food or tire for that length of 
time. 
Says the Kealdsburg F la y: One thing 
that stiikes the traveler over roads in this 
section of country is the large amount of 
new lands being prepared for grapes.. 
Trees are being cut up into wood, and 
stumps and brush grubbed up. 
The whole 
country presents an air of thrift aud in­ 
dustry. 
Mrs. Jack Tanksley, near W alla Walla, 
W. T., was gone mauy hours from home 
during a severe storui, and when found she 
was in such a condition that faint hopes 
were entertained of her recovery. 
She 
was out all of one night, during which she 
sheltered herself from the storm by build­ 
ing a hut of snow. 
The shearing corrals of Adrian Mandis at 
Delano, Kern county, present a scene of 
activity. 
No less than 120 shearers are 
engaged in clipping the fleece from 200,000 
sheep. 
It is estimated th at there will be 
quite this number, or more, shorn at the 
Delano corrals this season, including the 
Haggin flocks and other large flocks which 
have been engaged. 
The great weight on the hard snow of 
December caused many slides along the 
Yankee Fork, Idaho, from the mouth of 
the Jordan up to Eight-mile Greek. A t one 
time it was feared th at many of the houses 
in Custer would 
be swept away, but 
the damage wa3 confined to localities im­ 
mediately beneath steep points of the tim- 
berless hills.

The B lv er n u tl H arbor A p p ropriation K ill. 
W ashington, March 1st.—The river and 
harbor bill, as agreed upon by the committee 
of conference and finally passed by both 
houses of Congress to-day, contains all the 
increased California appropriations heretofore 
reported in these dispatches, as the result of 
Senator Farley’s amendments, namely, 800,­ 
000 for the .Sacramento river, instead of 830,­ 
000 originally voted by the House of Repre­ 
sentatives ; 840 000 for the San Joaquin river, 
instead of 820,000 ; a new item of 840,000 for 
Humboldt bay, and 833,000 for Wilmington 
harbor, instead of 811,000. The increase 
in 
each 
instance 
is 
up to 
the full 
amount of the engineer»’ estimate that can 
be advantageously used during the next 
fiscal year, and Senator Farley, who ob­ 
tained tho increase by the Committee on 
Commerce, and as a member of the Confer­ 
ence Committee secured their retention in 
the bill, is of the opinion that considerably 
larger rmounts would have been granted by 
Congress for California if tho local engineer 
authorities had made as large an estimate 
proportionately as the Atlantic coast engi­ 
neers are in the habit of making. The fact 
¡3 that the bill, as it came from the House, 
grantidas large a percentage of the engi­ 
neer»’ e-timatcs for California as it granted 
the engineer»’ estimate for Eastern improve­ 
ments. 
Many of 
the latter seemed to 
be of greater consequence, simply because 
more was ofti ially asked for. The conference 
committee did not retain the Senate amend­ 
ment to the House proviso concerning the 
Oakland harbor appropriation, and conse­ 
quently the condition attached to the ex­ 
penditure of money for this object remains as 
fixed by the proviso, which is, however, identi­ 
cal with that of last year’s bilis, and Att rney- 
General Deven s’s opinion overcoming the 
difficulty raised thereby, will doubtless be 
considered sufficient by the next Secretary of 
W ar to authorize a continuance of the pres­ 
ent operations. The conference committee re­ 
tained the Senate’s amendment appropriating 
S30,fc00 for Coos Bay, Oregon. 
All the i’a- 
cifiocoast items not mentioned above remain 
in the bill without change from the amounts 
originally voted by the House of Representa­ 
tives. 
The Chinc.se T reaties. 
W a shington, March 1st.—Senator Eaton, 
Chairman of the Committee on For. ign Re­ 
lations, said to-night, in reply to a que-tion 
as to the prospect for action on the Chinese 
treaties this session, that he lias at last sub­ 
stantially abandoned all hope of securing 
their consideration during the short remain­ 
ing time before the 4th of M arth.

FOREIGN "NEWS. 


The B ritish and the Boers. 
M ount P rospect, March 1st.—General 
Colley was shot just before the close of the 
engagement, while giving an order to cease 
firing. The official list shows two officers 
killed (one of whom was General Colley), 
four Captains, a Major and three Lieuten­ 
ants. 
The wounded were two Captains, four 
Lieutenants. The prisoners are one Colonel, 
one Major and one Lieutenant missing. 
L ondon, March 1st.—General Roberts will 
nave by the time he arrives at Natal a foice 
of 3 000 men. 
Detailed accounts received to-day render it 
certain that the British were driven from 
Spitzkop because they were fairly beaten. 
Toe fight ended in a rout. 
The most mod­ 
erate estimate placed the losses at 800 kilhd 
and wounded. The latter lay exposed to a 
heavy rain from Sunday afternoon until early 
Monday morning. 
A correspondent with Colley’s forces at 
Spitzkop gives the following account of the 
engagement: Spitzkop is 3,000 yards from 
the Bi tr position. Two companies were left 
at the bare of the hil! aud the remaining 
troops toiled up the side, which L a very 
steep, difficult ascnt. on their hands anil 
knees. 
It was impossible to have carried up 
even mountain gun?. 
Had we had these the 
result might have been different. The whole 
force reached the summit before daylight, 
and about 5 o’clock began firing. The Boers 
had no pickets posted, and were completely 
surprised, hut promptly returned the fire. 
Our men had little cover. 
The number of 
Boers at the base of the hid was about 2,000. 
LTp to midday their loss was certainly heavier 
than our?. 
General Colley was conspicuous 
for coolueFS and courage. 
He kept up con­ 
stant communication with the camp by 
signals. 
¡Shortly after noon the Boer fire, 
which had heretofore averaged about fifty 
shots a minute, increased to a terrific volley. 
Our mm were unable to withstand it. 
They 
wavered and were rallied, wavered again and 
ran in a general saure gut pcut. 'ihe Boers 
climbed to the summit oi the hill, and fol­ 
lowed them with a terrible tire as they went 
down the other side. 
This correspondent was captured by the 
Boers, who treated him well and gave him a 
pass to retnrn to camp, 
lie identified the 
body of General Colley on the field.

Rich placers have been found on Doak’s 
*raneh, Calaveras county. 
The Eurekallydraulic, Calaveras county, 
uses 800 miners’ inches of water. 
More mining finds are reported in the 
Upper Slate belt of Tuolumne county. 
The trestle-work for dumping ore, about 
a mile from the Dry valley mill, near 
I’ioche, Nevada, was destroyed by fire a 
few nights ago. 
The American Hill Company, Sierra 
county, have telegraphed below for a new 
monitor to replace the oue that was lost in 
the recent disastrous heavy land slide. 
California District, Arizona, has three 
“ companies” operating there, and it has 
from S00 to 1,000 locations, which are 
being prepared for sale to the Eastern 
sharps. 
The Northern Light Company, Shasta 
county, is now working three shifts of 
men, and taking out ore which assays from 
840 to 8200 per ton. 
The company will 
put up a mill as soon as the machinery can 
be put on the ground. 
Regarding the Knox & Boyle, on the 
Mother Lode, Tuolumne county, it is eaid 
they are about to rebuild and enlarge the 
overshot wheel to 40 feet in diameter, also 
thoroughly overhaul the 10-stamp battery, 
to be U3ed as a prospecting mill. 
A move is on foot in Placer county, 
headed by William Roberts, to run a tun­ 
nel north and south through Duncan Hill. 
Such a tunnel would cut through all the 
many ledges in tiiat hill at a depth of sev­ 
eral hundred feet from the surface. 
The Sierra B utte’s Quartz Mining Com­ 
pany, Sierra county, have been obliged to 
temporarilly discharge a large number of 
men, owing to the small quantity of water 
available on account of the recent breaking 
of one of their dams in the late storm.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


EKGLiND’S JUDGMENT DAY. 


I 


L ecture of Professor Norton Before the 
Sacramento Literary Institute. 


Professor 
Norton delivered the fourth 
lecture of the present course before the Sac­ 
ramento Literary Institute last evening. He 
had for his subject l; England’s Judgment 
Lay.” He secured and maintained the close 
attention which always attends his lectures. 
The lecturer began by announcing himself 
to be a teacher, who had only cDme to give a 
lesson in history, derived from such sources 
as are accessible to all. The world’s history, 
he said, has many records of judgment-days 
descending upon nations. Wrong-doing brings 
inevitable retributions in its train. There is 
no escape from the penalty of violated law. 
Babylon, Jerusalem, France, America, were 
instanced as nations upon which destructive 
or purifying judgments have descended. 
There are two Englands—one represented 
by Shake^oeare and Milton, Hampden, Sid­ 
ney and Wilberforce; the other, ’he England 
of Henry VIIT. and George IV ., Hastings, 
Laud and Jeffries. Out of the same fountain 
have flowed sweet waters and bitter. 
En- 
land, the world’s great civilizer, has also been 
its mightiest robber and oppressor. 
The lecturer briefly rehearsed the story of 
the ludían Empire. The East India Com­ 
pany was originally but an association of 
merchants, organized to carry on trade with 
the nations of the East. 
I t rapidly increased 
in power, raised armies, conquered kingdoms, 
and built up an empire of 200.000,000 people. 
It bus always been a favorite axiom of cer­ 
tain English journals and statesmen that 
there could be no such thing as national or 
corporate morality. Men might be moral 
or unselfish on their ow n account, but when 
representing a company or a nation they 
must look to its selfieh interests, irrespective 
of all other claims. The enormous wealth 
of England has largely been built up out 
of the Bj&tematic spoliation and plunder of 
India. According to the statement of Lieu- 
tenaat-Colonel Osborn, of the East Indian 
service, the law of India provides that five- 
sixths of all the net profits of producers may 
be claimed as due the Government; and, as 
a matter of practical fact, one-half of all 
such produce has been actually collected for 
a century. This has been commuted in the 
form of an annual money tax, the oayrnent 
of which has always kept many millions of 
people hovering on the very brink of starva­ 
tion. 
The late ciuel and causeless war with 
Afghanistan cost some S80,000,000, and this 
money, in a season of famine, was wrung by 
merciless methods front a population already 
starving. The c tllection of this tax cost 
more lives than all the sickness and battles of 
the war. 
The Indian Government collects 
some forty millions from its opium monopoly 
alone. 
The nature of this, and the story of 
the opium wars with China, were told with 
some paiticularity. 
The history of the 
British 
Empire in India is one of the 
blackest pages of time. 
The hist >ry of the war in Transvaal was 
next told. Cape Colony was settled by Hutch 
farmers. 
Our word “ boor” has a secondary 
and derived meaning. 
The Bjers are a race 
of sturdy Calvinists, educated, industrious 
and independent in spirit. Their colony fell 
under the yoke of British conquest, and many 
thousands of them abandoned it, and made 
new homes at Natal and in the Orange Free 
State. 
But the diamond mines wvre discov­ 
ered in the Free State, and these, with Natal, 
w o annexed by proclamation. Kef using to 
be tax- d or ruled by a conqueror, they once 
more abandoned their homes and journeyed 
far to the northeast, into 
the Trans­ 
vaal. 
It

tion, 30,000 moving more than a thou­ 
sand 
miles 
in 
a 
single 
year. 
For 
nearly t rty 3*ears they liv-. d unmolested, and 
their country became fruitful and prosperous. 
But, in 1879, Lord Beaconsfield’a Govern­ 
ment annexed, by one stroke of the pen, 
without any reason or provocation except the 
rule of the strongest a tract of country, in­ 
cluding the Transvaal, as large as half of 
Europe. Against this gigantic robbery' the 
Beers have risen in righteous revolt. The 
men who have lately beaten and captured 
two B ii'idi armies in the Dragon Mountains 
are fighting f »r a cau-=e as just as that which 
was defended at Bunker Hill. 
The story of Ireland followed. The con­ 
quest begun ia 1172, by order of Pope Adrian 
IV. There were some 400 years of almost 
incessant partisan war between the times of 
the Second and the Eighth Henry. Ireland 
by this time was thoroughly Romanized 
and partially Anglicized. Then came the 
Protestant reformation in England, and her' 
sovereigns have for three centuries been trying 
to undo tbrir to > unsuccessful missionary 
work, and con vert the Irish people back to 
Protestantism. 
The story of those three 
centuries is most sickening and horrible. 
In 
the great rebellion and ma-sacre of 1641, it is 
said that 000,000 
people perished. 
For 
nearly a century the whole aim of England 
was apparently to crippla and torture. 
Iro- 
land had extensive woolen factories, but they 
were suppressed. The people were forbidden 
to plow mure than five acres out cf each hun­ 
dred. They were required to devote almost 
the whole island to the pasturage of sheep, 
but were not allowed to sell the wooLto any 
country I ut England, and received, on the 
average, only one-fifth of its value in the 
world’s markets. Tht y were not permitted 
to bear arms, own ships or build even a fishing 
boat. 
They had no civil rights, could not be 
admitted to Protestant schools, and their own 
priests were forbidden to teach. Their linen 
manufactories were taxsd almost out of exist­ 
ence ^all exportation of fresh or salred meats 
was forbidden ; taxation was so adjusted as 
to rest almost wholly up: n the Catholics ; 
they were obliged, by a forced tribute, to 
support a church w hich they hated 
No na- 
't i n on earth was ever 
harried, starved 
and tortured. 
Mr. Froude regards ths treat- 
inent of the Scottish settlers ’03- the British 
Government as one of the blackest features 
of the case. 
Probably enough of them were 
driven out of Ireland into America, just be­ 
fore the Revolution, to turn the sc.de of vic­ 
tory. The Ian is, uuiversally confiscated, are 
still largely hel 1 bv non-resident proprietors. 
I find th a t, in 1879, rents to the amount of 
. 
abbut £l50,OOO,OOO were sect from Ireland 
into England. No nation in the world was 
ever so steeped in misera* and crime. Ii is 
impos ible to here adequately reproduce this 
part of the story, for which M.\ Fronde was 
named as the principal authority. 
England has not sinned ab we all other 
nations. 
In the Spanish Inquisition and tho 
#:ory of the French Huguenots we have 
records perhaps more terrible. 
But terrible 
retributions have fallen upon these nations. 
’ Can England escape? 
Wonderful echoes 
i j,*it ja our ears from the prophets of old. 
Thi re was a tree in the midst of the earth, 
and the bight thereof was great ; its leaves 
tvere frir, its fruit much, and ali flesh was 
fed of it. And in visions a watcher an d a 
* holy oae descended, saying, “ Hew down 
the tree ! Shake off its branches and scatter 
its fru it!” The ere it empire, which has filled 
the World with light, and yet girdled it with 
a z me of * ppres-ed nationalities England, 
the buccaneer and highwayman of the^ na­ 
tions, shews evident signs of disintegration ; 
I 
but there shall yet be an England, the hon­ 
ored homestead, the historical museum, the 
t xhaustless f u .tain of heroic inspiration?, 
fcr the gigantic commonwealth of the Eag- 
JL h-peakint people whose power is over­ 
shadowing the globe ; in her decadence more 
than ever loved and honored as our dear old 
mother..

A B rilliant Affair a t th e P avilion Last 
Night, 


The Turn Verein Association gave its twelfth an­ 
nual masquerade at the Pavilion last evening. It 
was the occasion for the assembling of an immense 
concourse of spectators. 
The decorations of the 
hall were all by Boyne, and worked a complete 
transformation of the barn-like structure. 
The 
st vie was very similar to that adopted 011 the occa: 
sion of the Eureka masked ball, but was more elab­ 
orate. and the details were more fully worked out. 
The hall presented the appearance of a great ccurt- 
yard to some massive castle. At the north end ap­ 
peared eight Moorish arches, and a central arched 
passage-way of like order. Above these arches ran, 
the whole length, a battlemented w all; above this 
rose, at either eud, two Roman towers, and back of 
all four Grecian towers. 
Over the central passage­ 
way was a masque tower and dome, and on either 
! side 
two 
others, 
flanked 
by Turkish 
min 
I arets. 
All 
these designs 
were 
illuminate! 
; in 
rich 
colors. 
This conglomeration of 
ar- 
chiteciural designs had 
a 
very much more 
■ pleasing effect than the reader would suppose 
possible from such a mixture of orders. The whole 
front of this castle like structure was hung with 
shields, spears, scimitars and Oriental designs, while 
over each arch was suspended a basket of flowers, 
and beneath each arcii 
drooped an evergreen 
festoon. At the opposite end of the hull was a 
; battlemented wall of more modem style, and in 
I front of which, at leaser bight, was a second and 
plainer wall, and in front of this a square tower-like 
structure, a little lower still, upon which the or­ 
chestra had its stand. The t rraces thus created 
gave an appearance of depth to the whole structure, 
. a>.d a Med t • the effect of massiveness. The orna­ 
! mentation consisted of banners, bannerets, fes- 
¡ tooned evergreens, and some light drapery. Beneath 
j the orchestra-tower was the main entrance for guests. 
! 
The east and west walls were hung with eighteen 
■ large cartoons done in water colors. 
Thej were . A 
¡ husband coming home early in the morning; a 
I “ tins-to-mend” man and a kitchen wench ; a haher 
boy ; an arrest: a fruit woman’s misfiap ; 11 cob­ 
bler’: clown and donl ey : a minstrel pair ; riding 
the goat ; an old stag ou a sling ; lager beer de­ 
votee * going East arid West (after No?t); the Ger­ 
man stork wi h a load of habits; a fond papa ; beset 
bv dogs: an ethnologist; too much mother-in-law; 
while “ henpecked’* and “ the serenade” adorned 
the panels at the ends of the south wall 
Just back of the central passageway, at the north 
end was suspended a drop curtain closing au arch 
supported ou heavy pillars. 
On the curtain was 
the word “ Welcome.” 
Just above the Moorish 
ar;h over the passage way, and in front of the cur­ 
tain, hung a mammoth chromatrupc (a series of 
gaudy open-work wheels revolving 011 a common 
axis). G:i the j» vr;]> t above, stood Mepbist «pheles 
in fiery costume, operating a lever, which turned 
the wheels, producing a dazzling and odd effect. 
As he turned, old women bubbled along the parajiet 
ai d disappeared, apparently, in the central tower, 
against the front of which the wheels in part re­ 
volved. As each old woman disappeared, tho cur­ 
tain below arose, and tht re stepped out a beautitul 
young girl. This whole design is of Germ 111 origin, 
and is known as the Mephistopheles Rejuviuator, 
or “ Alte Weiber Muble” (old woman’s m il)—the 
place where old people are made young. This mill 
was operated 
industriously just prior to the 
grand march. Tho central decorations consi ted of 
elaborate distribution of chandelier hangings and 
lines of baskets of flowers, national flogs, flags of 
all nations, coats of arms’ shields, evergreen fes­ 
toons, drooping vines aud vines traiued in fantastic 
and graceful lines, and other ornamentation. The

plant with broad, green, spreading leaves. 
At the 
base of the fountain was erected the judges’ etand. 
The floor was canvased completely with clean white 
cloth. From the floor rose on three sides of the 
hall tiers of seats for spectators, and these seats 
were also neatly dressed in white. They rose to the 
lower edges of the wall cartoons. 
1 he effect of this 
white floor aud terraced seats was to throw the gay 
colors o£ the ornaments into strong contrast and to 
add to their brilliancy 
The whole decoration was 
pleasing to the eye, gave a wide field for long ob­ 
servation, was creditable to the liberal spirit of the 
Association and reflected much credit upon the 
taste and skill and ingenuity of the decorator. 
The small hall was set aside as a supper-room, 
where W. F. Peterson as caterer *et five long tables 
for the guests, providing a substantial and sufficient 
collation and dressing his tables with taste. The 
dishe3 were varied and good, and the e dlation gave 
entire satisfaction. The front offices of the building 
were reserved as ladies* diessing-i ooms, and through 
o-:e all maskers were required to pass and unmask 
before the committee, prior to entering the assembly 
room. This loom was reached by passing through 
the supper room and was behind the castle fronts 
at the north o7 the main hall. 
From this assembly 
chamber the maskers marched at the appointed 
hour into the hall. 
One of the evidences of the 
care aud attention of the managing committees of 
, the Association was found in the reception of guests 
I b\ a committee of ten me mbers. This committee 
had its station at the main entrance to the building 
and directed guests to seats and maskers to tho 
dressing rooms and assembly chamber. 
These 
committeemen were costumed as Italian fishermen, 
the costumes being alternately blue and red with 
white. 
The grand march began at 0:30 and was led by 
.T-nes. Beebe «X Grant’s b^nd. in costume, Prince 
and Princess Carnival, a huge horse, the Vienna La­ 
dies’ Orchestra aud other leading characters, all es­ 
corted by the Committee of Arrangements.

There were more original costumes 
than is common to masquerades here, and many of 
them bore evidences of much outlay of time and 
money. There were not e«> many rich costumes, but 
a far better variety than usual of characteristic 
dresses, those which indicated an attem pt to imi­ 
tate in truth and au effort at dramatic effect. The 
masquerade was a brilliant success.
